PATIENTS OF #AVAL HOSPITAL 


The United States, hospital ship. 


Mercy arrived in the harbor early Sun- 
day morning, bringing a large number 
of patients for the Naval Hospital here. 
There were 144 cases in all, most of 
them being sailors, although there were 
a few Marines in the number. Theae 
were not wounded men in the strict 
sense, but many of them were suffering 
from disease, accident, or were brought 
here for operations, 'Most of the men 
were able to walk with assistance, but 
there were twelve who had to be car- 
ried on stretchers. 


The work of unloading the ship and 


transferring the patients to the Hospi- 
tal was carried out with the customary 
despatch of the Navy. The Mercy an- 
chored out in the stream and three of 
the Scout Patrol boats attached to this 
district were used to transfer the men 
to the private pier of the Naval Hos- 
pital, so that it was only a short dis- 
tance into the various wards. As fast 
as the men were btought ashore they 
were distributed through the sections of 
the Hospital devoted to the care of 
their particular cases, and within a few 
hours all of them were in their perma- 
nent places. 


Officers of the local Red Cross Chap- 


ter were on hand to assist if needed and 
distributed comforts to the men. There 
was quite a gathering to witness the 
disembarkation of the men, but the 
work proceeded in quiet. As soon as 
the Mercy had discharged her patients 
and taken on a draft from the Training 
Station, she sailed on her way to France 
to bring back more of the sick or in- 
jured. .

conference report on the revenue bill 
followed a five hour pbrfunctory dis- 
cussion, most of which \vna devoted to 
explaining the differences between the 
measure as it passed the house "and 
was changed by the senate.

Washington.—Secretary flhiss asked 


Congress to Increase, the amount of 
Uborty bonds authorized, but unissued, 
to approximately $10,000,000,000 and to 
give )ilm broad poweru to determine 
the Interest rate and other terms of 
the Victory Liberty loan to be floated 
Inte In April. He also sought permis- 
sion to Issue not more than $10,000,- 
OOO.OOQ of treasury note*,- maturing 
within five years, and asked that the 
War Finance Corporation be author- 
lied for one year after the declaration 
of peace to make commercial loans on 
exports to facilitate foreign trade. 


In a letter to Chairman Kltchin of 


the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee Secretary Glass outlined tlie broad 
policies which the treasury hopes to 
follow In dealing with war loans and 
other national financial subjects of the 
readjustment period. 


The secretary submitted a draft of 


u bill which would carry out tlie treas- 
ury's recommendations.

Washington.— To the bitter 'disap- 


pointment of anxious suffragists who 
thronged the galleries, the senate, by 
a vote of 55 lo I'D, again defeated tho 
resolution for the 
woman 
suffrage 


amendment to the Constitution. . De- 
spite the urgent cabled appeals of. 
President Wilson, the bulk of southern 
Democrats declined to support tha 
measure. 


The vote moiins that all hope of 


ailopli:iy (ho suffrage resolution In this 
Congress Is gone. 
Senator Jones of. 


New Mexico, In clmrye of the resolu- 
tion, admitted Ihnl there wns no fur- 
ther chance of pulling It through, add- 
ing tlint without doubt the next R">- 
publlcan Congress tvonld adopt It. 


After the defeat of the resolution 


Democrats who had supported it did 
not hesitate to express their. keen dis- 
appointment. The refusal of ttie south- 
ern Democrats to comply with the de- 
sire of the President, they felt, would 
mean 
that the Democratic party's 


hopes at the 1920 election were appre- 
ciably hurt. 
Some went so far as to 


say that the party could not hope to 
retrieve Itself. 


"It means the certain defeat of the 


Democrats In 1920," said one Demo- 
cratic leader. 
"The Republicans will 


adopt the resolution, and the women 
of the country will give them full cred- 
it for it. The Democrats have perpe- 
trated a 'stupid trick In defeating the 
resolution."

'The vote come after half an hour of 


debate. Up to the lime of the roll call 
the suffrage proponents held to Ihe 
hope that nt the last minute enough 
votes would be \von over tn adopt It. 
But on roll call It was found that the 
senate stood exactly where it did two 
.months ago, one vote short ofvjhe nec- 
essary two-thirds of those voting. Tha 
vote last December stood 63 to 33. 


An analysis of I he vote shows that, 


had all the senators who were paired 
been able to vote, the result would 
have been 63 to 33, which would have 
left the outcome Just as It was \vlthout 
them— one short of the requisite two- 
thirds.

When disease appears among poul- 


try the fowls should be removed from 
the poultry yard and a good coating 
ol freshly slaked lime should be ap- 
plied to the entire surface of the 
ground, according to the bulletin. Af- 
ter a few days it should be plowed and 
then cultivated three or four times at 
Intervals of a week and finally sowed 
with oats, rye or other grain. It Is 
best to leave the ground unoccupied by 
fowls until the winter has passed.

The sensation was much the same 
when the event was nccomplishciL 
Said ono of them: "If it had only 
been a month ago."

Sailed from Here Seventy Years Ago 


Today, February 15, 1819 


Seventy years ago today the ship 
Audley Clarke, left this port for the 
go,d diggings of California. The gold

An Interesting Account of tho Voyage

' weather was bitterly cold, the wine

This wa» igsin Succeeded by violent 
cold weather, and in a very few days 
by more storms, till the 28th, 29th 
am1. 30th of' January, {the General 
Assembly then sitting at Warwick by 
adjournment), when for the greater 
part of the said three days there 
was a great driving snow storm which 
fell full three feet deep In addition to 
what lay on the ground before. . The 
snow having drifted, the -tops of the 
stone walls and other fences were cov- 
ered, and so hard was the crust that 
in many places the cattle frequent- 
ly passed over them. The prevailing 
winds during tho principal storms of 
the winter were 
from the north, 


northwest and west, but sometimes 
from the northeast. Some consider 
able snow fell'with the wind-at the 
south, southwest and southeast. 


The ice broke up from Warwick 


Neck down the bay about-the third .or 
fourth of SI arch, but continued fast 
up the river, so that the inhabitants 
sfill passed from Warwick to Bristol, 
snow in^thc woods where it had fallen 
level was supposed to be three feet 
deep on the 10th of March. During the 
great snowstorm the last of January, 
here was a great loss of both cattle 
and sheep; some were smothered, 
and great numbers of sheep were 
driven into the sea by the wind. 


The weather continued extremely 


cold, till the 23rd of February, which 
was .1 fine, warm day and thawed the 
ground to that degree that the ground 
was bare in spots for three or four 
days.

March, when it became somewhat 
milder, and the snow began to thaw
